TWO VEHICLE CRASH KILLS ONE...An Elba man was killed and his wife was injured when his station 
wagon collided with a propane gas delivery truck. The crash occurred Monday afternoon at approximately 5:15 
p.m. on AL Highway 87 South near Wise’s Christmas Tree Farm.Killed in the wreck was Malcolm Pippin, 76, of 
828 Washington Avenue, Elba, AL. He was pronounced dead at Elba General Hospital after he was extracted from 
the demolished vehicle and transported to Elba General Hospital by a unit of the Elba Rescue Squad. His wife, 
Doris Pippin, 60, was taken to Elba General Hospital by Coffee County EMS where she was admitted for obser- 
vation. The driver of the Empire Propane delivery truck, Gary Turner, 30, of Enterprise, was not injured. 
Reportedly, both vehicles were traveling south when the Pippin vehicle’s driver failed to see the truck preparing to 
make a left turn. The station wagon struck the rear of the gas truck and then left the roadway, traveling more than 
250 yards through an open field and taking down several Christmas trees. The wreck is being investigated by 
Alabama State Trooper Jerry Allen, and Coffee County Coroner Marvin Mellwain, the District Attorney's Office 
and the Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences. An autopsy will be performed on Pippin by DFS to determine 
the cause of death.

To fund the erosion control, spend 
an additional $10,000 on the bail 
fields, paint exterior metal on the 
schools and repaint some interior 
walls at a cost of $10,000, plus 
some additional capital projects be 
planned, Pearce plans to “leverage” 
state Public School Funds (PSA) 
until the $516,000 capital outlay 
bond money approved by the 
Alabama _ Legislature becomes 
available in January.

Speaking of the future, the new 
postmaster said that Elba was first 
on the Postal Service’s list for a new 
facility. As soon as the new fiscal 
year (99) begins in September 
1998, the process will begin by 
postal authorities looking for and 
determining a location for the new 
post office. 

Flippo said the new facility will 
probably be twice the size of the 
present post office. There is approx- 
imately 4,000 square feet in the pre- 
sent building; the new one will have 
more than 8,000 square feet. 

Hopefully, the new post office 
will have more room in the cus- 
tomer service area allowing the staff 
to show off more of the services and 
items (stamp collection, etc.) the 
postal service has to offer, 

“My goal here in Elba is to pro- 
vide my customers with the service 
they deserve and expect,” said 
David. “My first step toward that 
goal has been to make sure that 
every piece of first class and priori- 
ty mail is delivered each day, 

“IT also want to provide a better 
window service and give the cus- 
tomers the assistance needed in get- 
ting their mail where they want it to 
go in a timely manner.”

According 
to the estimates, between 820,000 
and 1,860,000 elders were abused in 
the U.S. in 1996. In Alabama 4896 
cases of abuse, neglect, and 
exploitation of people age 55 and 
over were reported to Adult 
Protective Services in 1997. 
Clearly, elderly abuse is a signifi- 
cant problem, but it has received rel- 
atively little attention among the 
media and government officials. 
Many Alabama families provide 
loving care to aging family members 
for years under difficult cireum- 
stances, These people deserve our 
admiration and gratitude. They also 
need our support to help them meet 
and overcome the challenges associ- 
ated with caring for frail or dement- 
ed elders 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week, 52 weeks a year, sometimes 
for many years. 

Visits, kindnesses, and respite pro- 
vided by family, friends, neighbors,

and parishioners may provide a 
break from caregiving responsibili 
ties. People who feel isolated and 
lone may be more inclined to com 
mit physical abuse and neglect 
Those who feel cared about and sup- 
ported may sense that they have 
somewhere to turn when they are 
becoming overwhelmed by their 
caregiving responsibilities 
Exploitation is less dramatic than 
physical abuse, but it is more com- 
mon, Con artists take advantage of 
elders. The result can be loss of sig- 
nificant amounts of money and pos- 
sibly the loss of one’s life savings. 
One important way to decrease these 
unfortunate episodes is increased 
awareness and vigilance among 
elders and their family members. 

If am my brother's (and sister's) 
keeper, then I have the responsibili- 
ty to look out for others. We can all 
meet this responsibility by paying 
attention to our family members, 
friends, and neighbors who are 
elderly. If it has been a while since 
you saw Aunt Minnie or your neigh- 
bor Joe, maybe you should check up 
on them. The best way to deal with 
abuse, neglect, and exploitation is 
prevention, Wouldn't it feel good to 
help a neighbor today?

Governor whistle-stop tour visits Elba

Mayor James Grimes welcomed 
the governor back to Elba (he and 
his wife Bobbie visited Elba imme- 
diately after the March 8th flood) 
when he stepped off the bus. 

Goy, James wasted little time in 
meeting the crowd as he waded into 
the group shaking hands and paus- 
ing for pictures with several differ- 
ent people. 

Soon after greeting the people he 
stepped back toward his bus and 
grabbed a microphone and got on 
his “stump” and begin reassuring 
those gathered that he has not, and 
will not, impose any new taxes on 
the people of Alabama when he is 
re-elected governor. 

On a more personal note, Goy, 
James assured the people of Elba 
that he had not forgotten his com-

mitment to “fix” the levee so that 
Elba won't flood again as it did in 
March of ‘98 and ‘90, 

He went on to remind the people 
that during his four years as gover- 
nor he had gotten tough on crime, 
More than 200 new state troopers 
have been placed on the highways, 
additional correctional facilities 
constructed, and he’s supported leg- 
islation and preventive programs 
aimed at curbing crime in the state. 

The governor went on to say that 
he has made improving education 
for the state’s children a top priority 
of his administration, Additional 
teachers have been hired, lowering 
the student-teacher ratio in the 
state’s schools; he has worked to 
eliminate temporary classrooms, 


and purchased 2,200 new school 
buses making student transportation 
safer. 

James continued to voice his 
approval for prayer in public 
schools commenting on the right of 
a football coach to lead his players 
in a prayer before taking the field. 

At the conclusion of his speech to 
the crowd, Governor James read an 
introduction that his Republican 
opponent, Winton Blount, gave him 
prior to his addressing a chamber of 
commerce meeting in 1995, The 
remarks were words of “high 
praise” for James. He “thanked 
WIN-TON” for those kind words. 

The governor shook more hands, 
boarded his bus and headed north.

King, Elba native serving in 
Governor James cabinet, praised the 
expansion as, “Hometown Jobs for 
Hometown People.” Along with his 
praising the expansion, King pre- 
sented a $30,000 check to the Elba 
Industrial Board to help with site 
preparation for the new construc- 
tion. King also was on the receiving 
end of some shared experiences 
when Vice President Eddie Kelley 
told of some boy scout experiences 


He also suomitted a list of noncol- 
lectable taxes due to insolvents 
(businesses or corporations no 
longer in business) and litigations 
(tied up in court) that require the 
commission’s approval. The total 


amount due to insolvency was 
$914.16 and in litigation was 
$55.64. 


After hearing the revenue com- 
missioner’s report, the commission- 
ers voted unanimously to approve it. 

Dr. James Paul addressed the com- 
mission on behalf of the residents of 
Co. Rd. 157 - a dirt road which runs 
between Co. Rd. 156 (Boy Scout 
Road) and AL Hwy. 167. The major- 
ity of the evening meeting’s 
“gallery” was made up of these res- 
idents. 


“We're here tonight as a show of 


solidarity and unity about having our 
county road paved,” he said. “I 
understand that because of the rains 
and floods we’ ve had that the paving 
schedule for this year is going to be 
put off a little bit. That’s understand- 
able. 

“But we are here to let everyone 
know that we are sincere about get- 
ting our road paved.” 

Paul expressed some concerns that 
he and some of the other landowners 
have about the right-of-way deeds, 
They want to be sure that the appro- 
priate deeds have been signed and 
that the work will not be held up 
because of “paperwork.” 

County Engineer Tindell com- 
mented that the surveying of the 
road (locating the actual roadbed) 
can be done even if all the deeds 
have not been acquired. 

After a short discussion, members 
of the commission assured Paul that 
they are committed to getting Co. 
Rd. 157 paved as soon as possible, 
and that all the proper paperwork 
(right-of-way deeds) will be 
obtained in a timely manner if it has 
not already been acquired. 

Also on the agenda was Larry 
Cornell concerning Co. Rd. 155; 
however, he stated that his problem 
(whatever it was) had already been 
solved by Commissioner Kayo 
Lewis, 

“He’s educated everybody that 
was involved with the road the cor- 
rect way to do things,” said Cornell. 
He thanked the commission and sit 
down. 

Sheriff Ben Moates addressed the 
commission and made a request for 
an allocation of funds in conjunction 
with the 12th Judicial Circuit Drug 
Task Force. Also present was 
District Attorney Mark Fuller whose 
office oversees the operation of the
